A CHARITY has been ‘inun¬ 
dated’ with cats and kittens 
sparking an urgent appeal 
for animal lovers to offer 
them a new home. 

Halesowen and District 
branch of Cats Protection 
said dozens of cats and 
kittens had been brought to 
them recently. 

The situation is now so 
serious emergency carers 
are now being used to look 
after the animals. 

The branch is now having 
to turn away animals but is 
holding a rehoming day on 
Saturday to highlight the 
problem. Residents who 
would like to give a loving 
home to a cat are being 
urged to get in touch. 

Housing officer for the 
branch Sue Widdows said: “I 
know it is the same for all of 
our branches in the area. 
There has been a rise in the 
number of cats we are being 
asked to take in. We have six 
people who foster for us and 
three emergency carers. 

“Our members look after 
the cats and kittens at their 
homes and all have now 
taken in animals. 

“Me and my husband, the 
charity’s welfare officer, 
have also taken in some of 
the animals to help out.” 

Mrs Widdows said the 
present economic situation 
was believed to be the cause 
of so many animals needing 
homes.

TO SAVE CENTRE

Call for an 
'education 
revolution' 

GOVERNMENT should fund places for 
children to go to independent schools bring¬ 
ing on an ‘education revolution’, says 
Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
Mr Austin is backing proposals that 
would provide places in leading private 
schools to pupils from low or average- 
income families. The Labour MP said the 
UK was falling behind international com¬ 
petitors with the Black Country struggling 
even more than other areas of the country. 

Standards 

He called for an ‘education revolution’ in 
the UK to boost school standards and urged 
the Government to introduce tough new 
targets to boost standards in state schools. 

The MP said that every school should 
have at least 70 per cent of children getting 
five GCSEs at grade C or above, including 
both English and maths. He also wants to 
see a University Technical College in every 
town to promote technical skillss. 

Under proposals set out by Peter Lampl, 
of educational charity the Sutton Trust, 
places at independent schools would be 
available to pupils in state schools. 

Mr Austin said: “Standards and results in 
too many schools are just not good enough. 
England is falling behind in world rankings 
and just two out of seven schools in Dudley 
meet the national average.”

A COST-CUTTING proposal to close seven 
children’s centres across Dudley borough 
has been criticised by Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis MP James Morris. 

Conservative MP Mr James Morris joined up with about 20 fam¬ 
ilies at a protest against a plan by Dudley Council to shut seven of 
its centres in a bid to save £2.3 million. He claims the move would 
impact the most vulnerable in society. 

Many of the families at Monday’s protest, which was at the Hope 
Centre in Andrew Road in Halesowen, were users of Tenterfields 
Children’s Centre in the town. 

As well as waving placards and chanting 
slogans, they also signed a petition started 
by Mr Morris which called on the council to 
keep open Tenterfields. It now has more 
than 70 signatures. 

The centres provide children’s activities, 
support, including access to childminding 
and nursery services, ante-natal services 
and links with Jobcentre Plus to give 
careers advice to parents. 

Mistake 

Mr Morris said: “I am supporting local 
residents against the possible closure of 
Tenterfields Children’s Centre. 

“I think the council is making a big 
mistake in threatening to close it. This is a 
service that looks after some of the most 
vulnerable people in the community and 
the closure would have a huge impact.” 

He added: “The council gets money from 
the Government and it is up to the council 
to prioritise its funding. 

“Of course budgets are tight for councils, 
like they are for Government and for most 
families, but the council needs to prioritise 
their spending. 

“I think most people would agree that the 
children’s centre is exactly the kind of thing 
that the council should be prioritising 
instead of planning to close it.” 

Amanda Taylor, 22, has three children 
aged five and under and is a regular user of 
the centre. She said: “I use the centre for 
everything. If you need someone to talk to 
or take the kids out - they are always there. 
If they closed this one, the next nearest is 
Lye but I don’t drive and the bus fare would 
be costly. I really hope they keep this centre 
open.” 

More than 15,000 children have access to 
the centres, based in clusters in five areas 
around the borough including Dudley, 
Brierley Hill, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 
In total, 285 people work at the centres.

MELODIE Williams has one wish this 
Christmas - that her seriously-ill son has a 
very special festive season. 

She does not know what the future holds 
for her son Mason but she is determined to 
make the most of all of the time she has with 
him and has launched a fundraising bid to 
transform the garden of her Rowley Regis 
home into a winter wonderland. 

She said: “We don’t know what the future 
is for him. I wanted to do it because he loves 
lights and if I didn’t do it now, and some¬ 
thing happened to him, I would regret it.” 

Mason, aged three, the youngest of Mrs 
Williams’ five children, was born with a con¬ 
dition commonly known as having ‘half a 
heart’ - Hypoplastic left heart syndrome. 

He also has a rare condition called micro¬ 
deletion, which means he is missing 53 
genes and also has development delay. 


Despite the fact he is partially-sighted in 
his right eye, Mason enjoys lights and 
sensory activities. 

Mrs Williams, 41, said Mason had under¬ 
gone a combination of operations to ‘re¬ 
plumb’ his heart but, due to pressures in his 
lungs, he is currently unable to have the 
final stage of the procedure. 

Transplant 

The care he has been given to date is pal¬ 
liative and if his condition does not improve 
as he grows, he will not be put on the list for 
a heart and lung transplant. 

Mrs Williams, of Mountford Close, said 
she had the idea of a winter wonderland so 
he could have happy memories of this 
Christmas.

Pensioner 
transport 
subsidies 
facing axe 

FREE train and tram travel 
for Black Country pension¬ 
ers is facing the axe while 
children’s bus fares could 
soar, under the latest trans¬ 
port spending cut proposals. 

West Midlands transport 
authority Centro said it 
must slash £14 million from 
its £146m annual budget. 

The move follows cash- 
strapped councils who fund 
them being forced to make 
cuts of their own. 

Centro is now launching a 
consultation on the propos¬ 
als, which also include 
cutting the budget of the 
door-to-door Ring and Ride 
service used by pensioners 
and disabled people. 

Charge 

Options being looked at 
include children paying two 
thirds of the adult fare on 
buses instead of half; remov¬ 
ing free local rail and tram 
travel for eligible people or 
introducing an annual 
charge of around £30; reduc¬ 
ing the grant to Ring and 
Ride; reducing the number 
of taxpayer-funded buses. 

The move would not affect 
free bus travel for pension¬ 
ers and the disabled between 
9.30am and 11pm, which 
Centro is obliged to fund by 
the Government. 

However, it has previously 
found the funding to extend 
this service in the West Mid¬ 
lands to trains and Midland 
Metro trams. 

Patrols in 
town centre 

POLICE patrols are being 
stepped up in Blackheath 
town centre in a bid to tackle 
incidents such as shop thefts 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Neighbourhood officers 
will be making regular 
rounds of the town centre to 
reassure businesses, staff 
and shoppers. 

Blackheath Business and 
Community Association 
chairman Mary Docker said: 
“We have the Tradernet 
Radio Link which provides 
essential security for traders 
and shoppers in the town. 

“It works well in Black¬ 
heath - incidents are 
minimal compared to how 
they were years ago.”

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Many children's centres 
face closure due to cuts

SAVAGE cuts are striking a ‘dev¬ 
astating’ blow to residents in 
Dudley, opposition councillors 
warned as the council announced 
plans to axe seven children’s 
centres in a bid to balance the 
books. 

Dudley Council has revealed proposals to 
shut seven children’s centres serving thou¬ 
sands of families. This would reduce the 
number in the borough from 20 to 13. 

They claim the move would help them save 
£2.3 million from overall children’s services 
budgets, which are facing tough pressures. 

Children’s centres across Dudley, Brierley 
Hill, Stourbridge and Halesowen are under 
threat. 

Hob Green children’s centre in Pedmore 
and Netherton Park centre are among those 
which could be hit. 

Reeling 

More than 15,000 children have access to 
the centres, based in clusters in five areas 
around the borough including Dudley, Brier- 
ley Hill, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

They provide children’s activities, 
support, including access to childminding 
and nursery services, ante-natal services 
and links with Jobcentre Plus to give careers 
advice to parents. 

In total, 285 people work at the centres 
Residents have been left reeling by news 
Dudley Council is struggling under the 
weight of worse than expected forecasts on 
how much is need to be saved in the next 
three years. 

The authority needs to make extra cuts on 
top of an initially-predicted £26 million 
amount set earlier this year following a huge 
drop in Government funding. 

The council had already planned for up to 
334 job losses by 2017, as well as major cuts 
to its children’s services, museums and high¬ 
ways expenditure. 

But now the cash-strapped council is 
forced to make £32 million of cuts over the 
same period with proposals on where these 
extra savings yet to be revealed. 

Councillors last week revealed the latest 
axe to fall will be on the children’s centres 
and launched consultation with the public. 

Families have already started a campaign 
against the closure plans and dozens of 
parents turned out today to protest at one of 
the centres. 

The council has been stung by a £3m over¬ 
spend on budgets for looking after children 
in care this year. 

Opposition Conservative group leader, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, called the move to 
axe children’s centre a ‘betrayal’ of promises 
by the Labour leadership at the authority. 

“I don’t believe these cuts are being 
managed well and the council must be more 
radical and develop services better making 
use of the private sector,” he said. 

He added: “It is a betrayal of all the com¬ 
munity who have pulled together to make 
these centres and the staff that have helped 
make them a success. 

“The children’s services budget is spi¬ 
ralling out of control after they announced 
they would need another £3m this year and 


sadly it is schools and children’s centres 
that are suffering because of this. 

“Unless they address the problems of the 
budget for looked after children they will 
continue to suffer.” 

Children’s services chief Councillor Tim 
Crumpton blamed Government cuts in 
council funding for forcing them to table the 
proposal. 

Councillor Crumpton said the proposal 
was not ‘set in stone’, adding: “We are 
launching a consultation process that I 
want to emphasise is open and honest. 

“We face unprecedented cuts in funding 
across all of our public services and it is with 
a great deal of sadness that we are putting 
forward proposals to reduce the number of 
children’s centres and the service that we 
provide. I will be meeting staff and users at 
every one of the 20 centres and will be invit¬ 
ing all local councillors to join me at the 
centres that serve their wards. 

“I want to emphasise that the proposals 
put forward are just that, proposals, and all 
of the views expressed will be considered 
before any final decisions are made. 


“This is as an opportunity for our statu¬ 
tory partners to consider what they may be 
able to bring to the table that may offset 
some of the funding difficulties. 

“I also see it as an area where the volun¬ 
tary sector may be able to help. 

“We are open to all views and hope that 
those who use and those who value this 
service take the opportunity to tell us what 
they think.” 

Predicted 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: “I 
don’t envy the councillors in Dudley. They 
have to make very difficult decisions 
because the Government has cut the 
funding available for local services but I am 
worried about the plan to close Gornal’s 
children’s centre and I’ll be talking to 
parents who use it and local councillors to 
discuss the impact it would have.” 

Government funding comes to the council 
in the form of a Revenue Support Grant. 
The council’s predicted grant income was 
calculated in September and the budgets 
amended to show a £32m shortfall after 


three years. As part of the £26m of cuts, 
budgets for street and parks maintenance 
and cleaning will be slashed and up to three 
youth centres may be forced to close saving 
£380,000. 

Further squeezes in arts funding are pre¬ 
dicted including changes to the way Dudley 
Performing Arts is run. 

The centres under threat also include 
Brierley Hill, in Parkes Street; Bromley 
Pensnett, in Bromley; Kingswinford and 
Wall Heath, in Mimosa Walk; Wordsley, in 
Lawnswood Road; Kates Hill and Sledmere, 
Selborne Road; Netherton Park; Priory, in 
Limes Road; Quarry Bank, in High Street, 
and Woodside, in Highgate Road. 

Other centres at risk are Wrens Nest, in 
Marigold Crescent; Coseley, in Bayer Street; 
Gornal, in Roberts Street; Queen Victoria, 
in School Street; Little Hand, in Beeches 
View Avenue, Cradley; Olive Hill, in Spring- 
fields Road; Tenterfields, in Tenterfields, 
Halesowen; Butterfly, in Lye bypass; Peters 
Hill, in Peters Hill Road, and Amblecote and 
Stourbridge, in Forge Road.

Thompson’s engineering 
team is currently building a 
number of machines at the 
Halesowen facility for cus¬ 
tomers in China and the 
USA. 

The firm has also pro¬ 
duced what Thompson 
believes is the world’s 
largest direct drive friction 
welding machine. 

Caterpillar 

The 400 ton model - 100 
tonnes more powerful than 
its previous biggest model - 
has been installed at Cater¬ 
pillar’s US plant in South 
Carolina. 

Thompson has added to 
its range of machines for 
welding components includ¬ 
ing drill pipes, piston rods 
and truck axles. 

It recently saw one of its 
machines installed at a 
French factory by hydraulic 
cylinder manufacturer 
Sahgev. 

Thompson, which 

employs around 90 people at 
its base in Hereward Rise, 
can trace its roots back to 
the historic John Thompson 
boiler making business, 
established in Highfields, 
Bilston, in the 1830s.

Tribute to Tom, 13, after cancer battle

IT WAS a long-fought battle that he faced with 
courage. Tom Blakemore’s devastated family has 
paid tribute to the teenager after he lost his 
struggle with cancer and is now free of suffering. 

The 13-year-old was given the all-clear from 
the rare form of cancer behind his face after 
receiving pioneering cancer treatment in 
America three years ago and was determined to 
get back into school life in Cradley. 

The youngster was then faced with the devas¬ 
tating news that the cancer had returned. And, 
after a gruelling course of chemotherapy, he died 
at Acorns Children’s Hospice on November 10. 

His mother Jayne, 41, said: “The only thing we 


live on is that we know he is now free of the pain 
he suffered so much up to his death.” 

Tom received proton therapy in America in 
2010 - a year after his first diagnosis with the 
rare form of cancer called Rhabdomyosarcoma. 

Inoperable 

It was inoperable because of its position 
between his skull and spine. But he was given the 
all-clear after the treatment in the US. 

Doctors then broke the devastating news in 
November last year that a scan had revealed the 
cancer had reappeared in exactly the same place. 

Mrs Blakemore said: “After the scan found the 


tumour again, we tried to keep Tom at school as 
long as we could. He remained there until Christ¬ 
mas before going for treatment. You can only 
receive radiation treatment once, as he had 
received it before, he was left with chemotherapy.” 

Tom leaves his father Simon, 42, and three 
brothers Callum, 18, Jack, 16, and Kai, nine. 

Tom’s funeral is at Holy Trinity Church in Old 
Hill on Monday, November 25, at 11.30am. The 
cortege will pass his former schools, Windsor 
High School and Colley Lane Primary School. 

The family have asked for donations to go to 
Acorns Children’s Hospice and Timmy’s Trust, a 
charity helping children with cancer.

Restaurant back from the ashes 


AN INDIAN restaurant devastated in ablaze has re-opened 
its doors to diners, almost seven months after the fire that 
bosses said had cost more than £80,000 in lost business. 

Bangla Lounge in Halesowen welcomed back customers 
again this week following a £210,000 refit at the High Street 
premises. 

The building was gutted when fire ripped through the 
restaurant, up the first floor and into the roof. 

Electrical 

Around 25 firefighters were called to tackle the blaze on 
April 18, which was caused by an electrical fault. 

Owner Abdul Bari has spoken of his delight at the restau¬ 
rant re-opening and thanked the community for their 
support in getting the business back off the ground. 


After the fire, the 30-year-old received more than 200 
letters of sympathy. 

He said: “I want to thank the emergency services for their 
work and the public who have shown their support to me.” 

The restaurant caters for up to 120 people and now fea¬ 
tures private function rooms for up to 40 people on the first 
floor. The first level had been previously used for storage. 

Last week Chairman of Halesowen Chamber of Trade, 
Steve Fitzpatrick, officially re-opened the restaurant. 
About 160 people attended a special event to mark the 
restaurant’s return.. 

No-one was at the restaurant at the time of the fire. Mr 
Bari was alerted to it by a shopkeeper nearby. 

The restaurant, which now has 14 staff, was opened 11 
years ago. Mr Bari took over the business eight years ago. 


A DOG owner faces a race against time to 
save the life of his pet. 

Peter Walker got into trouble while taking two-year-old 
Alfie for a walk. They were spotted in Two Gates, Cradley 
on September 13 by a police dog team which happened to be 


in the area. 

They were stopped 
because a member of the 
squad feared the animal was 
a Pit Bull Terrier - one of 
four breeds listed under the 
dangerous dog act. 

Alfie was seized and taken 
to kennels approved by the 
police until checks could be 
carried out to establish the 
animal’s breed. 

Expert 

Sergeant Pete Cossar - 
the expert from West Mid¬ 
lands Police dog unit who 
spotted Alfie in the street - 
was able to confirm that the 
animal had a sufficient 
number of the characteris¬ 
tics needed to be described 
as a Pit Bull Terrier. 

Written details of his find¬ 
ings were given to District 
Judge Michael Wheeler who 
granted a contingent 
destruction order in a civil 
action brought by police 
during a hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court.

Mr Walker, who lives in 
Chaucer House, Cradley, did 
not oppose the application 
and now has two months to 
comply with the legislation - 
or else Alfie could be 
destroyed. 

He will have to pay to have 
the dog neutered, 
microchipped, put on the 
dangerous dog index and 
have the animal’s unique 
reference number tattooed 
on its inner thigh. 

Sgt Cossar said: “As long 
as the requirements are 
complied with within two 
months of the order being 
made, West Midlands Police 
are happy for Alfie to be 
returned to him. 

“I am confident he is a 
responsible owner. The dog 
has a lovely temperament.” 

The dog would have to be 
muzzled and be on a lead 
when out in public in future. 


Memorial to schoolgirl 

A MEMORIAL stone has been unveiled as a lasting tribute 
to 16-year-old Halesowen schoolgirl Christina Edkins, who 
was stabbed to death on a bus in Birmingham.

It is a circular stone with a picture of Christina and a ded¬ 
ication which reads: ‘This memorial stone is dedicated to 
the memory of Christina Joan Edkins, a beautiful princess 
forever in our hearts.’ Roses were laid during the unveiling 
ceremony and balloons released by her family. 

Friends from Leasowes High School attended the event 
and headteacher Neil Shaw was asked to cut the ribbon. 

Mr Shaw said the memorial had been organised by firms 
at the 54 Hagley Road office complex.

Hamiltons back on the 
campaign trail for UKIP 


“I WANT you to get out on the 
knocker and the doorsteps and 
campaign,” Neil Hamilton booms 
out to an attentive small group of 
UKIP party members. 

“I’m sure you can’t say knocker,” immedi¬ 
ately shouts out his wife Christine, who is 
close by. 

“It is knocker single, not knockers 
plural,” Neil instantly replies, apparent 
innocence ringing in his voice as he proudly 
wears a bright hand-painted Union Jack silk 
bow tie. 

Laughter echoed around the small back 
room at the Britannia Inn Sports Bar in 
Wollaston, where an audience of around 50 
mostly middle-aged men smiled at the 
couple. 

The high-profile pair were on invitation 
from the Stourbridge branch of UKIP ahead 
of the campaign for next year’s crucial Euro¬ 
pean elections. 

The 64-year-old former Conservative MP 
ordered a pint of bitter along with fish and 
chips on arrival and he was dressed in a 
black suit with the striking bow tie which 
has the word ‘referendum’ on either side. 

Ambition 

He and Mrs Hamilton were late because of 
traffic but they were in time to converse 
with the audience ahead of Mr Hamilton’s 
talk on his career and ambition now he had 
been appointed campaign director for the 
upcoming elections - ‘only 200 days away’, 
he reminds everyone. 

Mrs Hamilton took advantage of her time 
in the spotlight to take the subject away 
from politics very briefly. 

She told of her time in the jungle on I’m A 
Celebrity Get Me Out Of Here, and then 
announces her disgust at the £142,000 last 


year’s contest MP Nadine Dorries has 
reportedly received. 

“I have been completely, extraordinarily, 
horrified by learning today the amount of 
money Nadine Dorries got paid to go into 
the jungle,” she said. 

“May I just make it abundantly clear I 
went in the very first programme and got 
absolutely nothing.” 

She told the audience how she first turned 
down the invite for the programme because 
of the ‘tricky time’ in her life when Mr 
Hamilton had been declared bankrupt - but 
then accepted the invitation a month before 
the show in August 2002. 

“They rang me and said ‘Christine will 
you please change your mind’, so I said 
‘alright’. We did get the fee up a little bit, but 
i mean honestly, I’m not going to sleep 
tonight, talk about how to sell yourself.” 

Mrs Hamilton, despite saying she was in 
talks to do two more television programmes, 
is now supporting her husband’s work-load 
following his step up through the ranks at 
the UKIP party to campaign director.

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School defends classroom move 
to ban Black Country phrases 



Colley Lane School in Halesowen has defended its policy of banning Black Country slang 


A SCHOOL has defended a policy 
banning pupils from using Black 
Country slang words in class - but 
fans of the region’s dialect insist: 
“Dow get rid of it. It’s bostin.” 

Colley Lane Primary School in Halesowen 
has issued the ban on slang in the classroom 
in a bid to improve stanards of English and 
has sent out a letter to parents setting out 
what can and cannot be said by their children 
in lessons. 

It describes the approach as ‘zero toler¬ 
ance’, but today headteacher John White said 
that had been ‘tongue and cheek’ and that 
children would be corrected, not punished, for 
using slang in class. 

Standards 

He said the policy was in response to a drop 
in levels of English for new pupils. 

He said: “I think we are seeing a decline in 
standards of English when children come into 
school. 

“We are seeing that some children coming 
in are not able to speak very much at all to be 
honest. 

“I think some of the changes in society - the 
amount of time people sit around and talk 
together and the amount of screen time - 
seem to be having an effect on how confi¬ 
dently children speak when starting school. 

“We want to pick them up on that and 
improve their standards in English. It is 
important because it is the foundation of 
everything. If they can’t say it, it is likely they 
can’t read it, and even less likely they can 
write it.” 

Mr White said the new rules were only in 
the classroom, and children were not to be 
discouraged from using their local dialect 
slang in the playground. 

He said he recognised the importance of 
maintaining the area’s culture. 

He said: “We value the dialect but we want 


to encourage children to learn when to use 
and when not, like for a job interview. It is, of 
course, fine to use in other situations and we 
would celebrate that.” 

He added: “We know it is a topic lots of 
people will be interested in, but I’m positive 
about it. 

“If it starts to get people talking about the 
issue, that can only be a good thing.” 

The new school policy has already attracted 
some criticism. 

Steve Pitts, who owns Teet T-Shirts in 
Cradley Heath - which makes shirts with 
Black Country phrases and recorded a Black 
Country Alphabet clip - said: “You cor rid of 
the culture, it’s hostin’.” 

He added: “I understand you have to be 


able to communicate with people on your 
travels, but this smacks against part of the 
curriculum which teaches children about 
their culture and history. 

Heritage 

“The people doing this will be the same 
people down the line who complain we have 
lost our heritage.” 

Parent Zheyan Kareem, who has a seven- 
year-old boy at the school and moved to the 
UK eight years ago, said she thought it was a 
good move. The 31-year-old said: “English is 
my second language so for me, as a parent, it 
is good if my child speaks English in the house 
and not slang picked up at school. I believe it 
is good for their education.”

MP backing 
headmaster 
over slang 

A SCHOOL’S controversial new policy on banning 
Black Country slang words from the classroom has 
been backed by an ME 

Colley Lane Primary School in Halesowen has sparked 
debate because of the ban, which has been introduced in 
a bid to raise standards of English. 

Headteacher John White said he hoped the move would 
help children in their studies and future careers. 

Pupils are now banned from using phrases such as 
‘gonna’, ‘woz’ or ‘it wor me’. 

The policy has been backed by Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin. He said: “I am from the Black County and am very 
proud of the place I am from and my accent. 

“But in the modern world when the job most young¬ 
sters get depends on their education, learning to present 
yourself properly is just as important as learning maths 
and English.” 

Banned 

But he insisted that he loves the regional accent, adding: 
“I have never changed my accent, I went to Russells Hall 
Primary and then, what is now Castle High School.” 

It comes as more than 1,000 readers of The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star took part in the debate 
by voting in an online poll. 

A total of 65 per cent said the dialect shouldn’t be banned 
in the classroom, while 35 per cent said it should. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton, cabinet member for education 
at Dudley Council, said: “I have no problem with teaching 
the children standard English in class, what I don’t want is 
someone looking down their noses at our dialect - but, from 
what I can see, the school is trying to make sure the children 
understand good English.” 

At the school gate, the initative has received a mixed 
response. Ann Mills, aged 62, of Station Road in Old Hill, 
has two grandchildren at the school - a nine-year-old girl 
and seven-year-old boy. 

She said: “I think in one way for the school it is a good 
idea, but at the same time it is about where these children 
live. 

“ I think we should be accepted for who we are. I’m proud 
of the way we speak.”

MAYBE as a pretty dyed-in- 
the-wool Black Country ‘mon’ I 
should be more incensed, but I 
really can’t get too excited about 
the ban on local dialect in the 
classroom at Colley Lane Primary 
School in Cradley. 

One incensed parent said: 
“Some of my friends have gone 
on to be doctors and lawyers and 
I’m an engineer - the accent 
doesn’t affect you as a person.” 

And of course she’s right. 
Despite what the metropolitan 
trendies will tell you, there’s no 
such thing as a ‘neutral accent’. 
So-called ‘received pronuncia¬ 
tion’ is nothing more than an 
effort to enforce southern 
accents on rest of the country. 
After all, the whole world revolves 
around the London commuter 
belt, doesn't it? 

But, still, there is a world of dif¬ 
ference between speaking with a 
Black Country accent and using 
incorrect grammar and syntax. 
Use phrases like ‘Yo ay gonna do 
that, am yo?’ in a job interview 
and you might as well turn up 
with a pumpkin on your head. 

Yes, children should be taught 
about their history and culture. 
But they should also be taught 
that, unless they want a career 
making nails in a sweatshop and 
being paid in beer tokens only 
redeemable at the gangmaster’s 
pub, such phraseology should be 
viewed as a quaint antiquity.

THAT said, the school shot 
itself in the foot with the letter it 
sent out to parents. Aside from 
the pompous tone - ‘zero toler¬ 
ance’ and the sort of silly logo 
you might have expected from 
the old East German government 
- there was an apostrophe 
missing from ‘I can’t’. 

It also referred to ‘Formal 
English’ with an incorrect capital 
‘F’ (formal is an adjective, not a 
proper noun). And there was a 
needless hyphen following a full 
stop. If you are going to launch a 
campaign against poor grammar, 
would it not have been a good 
idea to have arranged for an 
English teacher to read the letter 
first?

Albion kitman Dave Matthews’ 
dream has been fulfilled, 
thanks to his wife and family.

DAVE and Carol Matthews 
always remembered their first 
date. 

But then the 1968 FA Cup Final was a 
difficult day to forget. 

The couple were later married for 
almost 42 years before the much-loved 
West Bromwich Albion kitman’s death in 
April left his family, friends and an entire 
club in shock. 

And it all began with a day out at 
Wembley 45 years ago when the then 
Carol Ewen was persuaded to accompany 
her future husband to one of the Baggies’ 
most famous games. 

“I used to work at a chemist called Ban¬ 
nister and Thatcher, over the road from 
the old Express & Star office in West 
Bromwich,” recalled Carol, who lastweek 
took delivery of Dave’s autobiography, 
Mr Albion - completed by his family in his 
honour. 

“The club used to use our chemist for a 
lot of bandages, antibiotics and other 
things that players might need. 

Dedicated 

“That’s how we met but our first date 
was the FA Cup Final in 1968. 

“We went down on the official train and 
we were supposed to be staying at one of 
the lads’ aunts, but she wanted us in by 
10pm and, after just winning the Cup, we 
didn’t want that. So after having a drink 
and a meal in London, we slept in St 
James’s Park for the night and came back 
the next day!” 

Three years later the couple were 
married and they stayed together until 
this year, when Dave’s shock death at 
home in Halesowen left family and 
friends distraught and the future of his 
long-mooted autobiography in doubt. 

The 67-year-old had committed three 
quarters of his life to print alongside free¬ 
lance journalist and ghost writer David 
Instone when a rare heart condition 
claimed his life. It left Carol and daugh¬ 


ters Alison and Clare to decide whether 
they should complete his work. 

Eventually, they used diaries, tapes 
and family memories to fill in the blanks 
and finish the story of a life dedicated to 
the Baggies from the age of 16, when he 
applied for a job as a groundsman and 
instead wound up in the kit room. 

Carol believes there was never a 
serious doubt that the book, which is 
now in shops, would be published in 
honour of the man dubbed ‘Mr Albion’ 
by Baggies legend Cyrille Regis. “We 
thought it would be a lasting tribute to 


him if we could finish it,” she said. 

“I spoke to the girls and they decided 
they would like to go on and finish it, 
and we never really said ‘no, that’s it’ or 
thought we didn’t want to go on. I knew 
it was Dave’s dream to have his book 
published. 

“There probably were stories that 
Dave would have known and hadn’t 
written down that could have gone in 
the book, but they were lost when he 
died. “David came over and talked to us 
and we tried to fill in as best we could. 

“For about 12 years the book was in 


Dave’s mind and he used to make notes 
in diaries and on tapes. Dave had passed 
on all of the diaries and tapes to David, 
and a lot of people were very good. 

“They went over to Ron Atkinson’s 
house, and when Tony Mowbray was 
down here with Middlesbrough to play 
one of the local teams, they met up with 
him. 

“It all came together in the end. The 
ex-players have been extremely kind and 
Ally Robertson did the foreword.” 

The loyalty that enabled the Matthews 
family to complete Dave’s book was the 
same loyalty that prompted one of the 
greatest ever turnouts for a Hawthorns 
dinner when he celebrated 50 years at 
the club in 2011. 

A who’s who of Albion players and 
managers from five decades converged 
on The Hawthorns to celebrate a barely 
believable half-a-century of service. 

Tragically, less than two years later, 
the cast would assemble again to pay 
their respects at his funeral. 

Enjoyed 

Yet Carol believes the memories of his 
special night two years ago stuck with 
Dave, first through his successful fight 
with non-Hodgkin lymphoma and into 
his all-too-brief retirement. 

“I think he was overwhelmed,” said 
Carol, aged 69. “He couldn’t believe that 
so many managers and players had given 
their time and made the effort to go 
along. 

“He always got on well with people. 
I’ve never heard anybody say a bad word 
about him. And we saw it at his funeral 
as well, with all the players that turned 
out for him. 

“It was the only job he ever had. He got 
a bit disillusioned with a couple of the 
managers and considered leaving but he 
always thought better of it.

More than 230 homes 
proposed at quarry site 



The vast Edwin Richards Quarry in Rowley Regis would be filled to allow 260 homes and a nature reserve to be created 


AROUND 260 new homes and 
a nature reserve will be built 
on the site of a historic quarry 
under new plans revealed by 
the site owners. 

Under the proposals the Edwin 
Richards Quarry in Rowley Regis will 
be restored and homes, businesses and 
a wildlife reserve constructed - bring¬ 
ing new jobs in a process that may take 
more than 25 years. 

The latest multi-million pound plans 
for the quarry in Portway Road were 
unveiled by the owner and developer 
FCC Environment at a public exhibi¬ 
tion. They include two housing options 
that could see either 260 homes built or 
a second option that would see around 
235 homes completed along with a 
mixture of shops and businesses or a 
residential care home. 

David Molland, senior planning, per¬ 
mitting and property manager at FCC 
Environment, said the first homes 
could be ready to move into within the 
next ten years. 

We think we’ve struck a balance 


between providing the necessary ele¬ 
ments which help deliver the restora¬ 
tion commercially and providing the 
long term vision for the restored site,” 
he said. “Having spoken with people at 
the last exhibition the one thing that 
was really important to them was 
access to the site once it’s complete. 

Community 

“Because of that we have decided to 
restore it and create a large open space 
with footpaths and play areas for the 
local community.” 

The updated proposals have been 
developed after extensive consultation 
with businesses and home owners near 
to the site, who asked for greater public 
access, provision for local wildlife and 
improvements to local roads. 

Mr Molland added: “We are being 
completely honest and open with 
people and consultation is a really 
important part of the process. 

“At the the end of the day something 
needs to be done to improve the site. 
The quarry will eventually need to be 
filled and we are working on a plan to 
find the best solution.” 


The site, a quarry for more than 100 
years, is co-owned by Lafarge Tarmac, 
Hanson and FCC Environment. They 
want to regenerate the site. Soil and 
rubble will be used to fill the quarry. 

“We’ve had a lot of positive com¬ 
ments but traffic has been a big issue 
for a lot of people,” said Mr Molland. 
“To reduce disruption we will be using 
smaller, quieter trucks more fre¬ 
quently.” 

The quarry stopped operating in 
2008 when it ran out of stone. Since 
then it has been used for landfill waste. 

It is proposed that ‘inert’ materials, 
such as soil and rubble, will be 
processed at a building which is 
already on the site and that will be used 
to fill the quarry. 

Material will need to be processed at 
a rate of eight trucks an hour to fill the 
vast hole. More than 530,000 tonnes of 
material a year will be brought on site 
over two and a half decades. The treat¬ 
ment plant will create 20 jobs during 
its operational phase and an on-site 
power station will produce electricity 
from gases under the landfill cap.

Veteran who suffered PoW 
brutality made most of life 


HE WAS detained in one of 
the most infamous Japanese 
prisoner of war camps for 
almost five years, and sub¬ 
jected to brutal treatment, 
forced labour, food shortages 
and sickness. 

But despite leaving the camp 
close to death, war hero from West 
Bromwich Theodore Green went 
on to live a long and happy life, 
with a large family and long career. 

Tributes have now been paid to the 
veteran, who has died at the age of 90. 

Mr Green joined the territorial army 
at the age of 17, but within weeks he 
had signed up to the regular army after 
the outbreak of the Second World War. 

He along with his brothers left the 
family home to do their duty and all

caught the train to Hednesford to join 
up. He became a private in the 14 
Section Royal Army Ordnance Corps 
attached to the South Staffordshire 
Regiment in munitions, and within 
months was sent to Singapore in the 
Far East. 

Captured 

But after bing there only a matter of 
months the section was soon in trouble 
and whilst waiting for back-up from 
the allies, the Japanese invaded. 

The help didn’t reach them in time 
and Mr Green was captured outside 
the Raffle Hotel, Singapore in 1940. 

Mr Green was first taken to Changi 
jail in the eastern part of Singapore, 
before being transported to the Batu 
Lintang camp in Kuching, Sarawak in 


Borneo, a 50-acre site with a maximum 
of 3,000 prisoners. 

His son David Green, aged 66, from 
Compton said his father spent his 18th 
birthday at the camp, and only 
managed to get one note home. 

The camp was eventually liberated 
on September 11 1945, but Mr Green 
did not leave until September 28, 
having to be carried out and weighing 
just four stone. 

Mr Green didn’t return home to 
Wolverhampton until 1946, and for 
years afterwards would have bad bouts 
of malaria. 

His son said: “I am extremely proud 
of him. 

“To think what he endured, it must 
have been awful. But to get well and 
carry on makes me proud. He protected 
us all from it, which I’m very grateful 
for.” 

He added: “He didn’t really talk at 


all about his time at the camp. I’m not 
sure what he went through but it must 
have been terrible. 

“Reading about the camp now is 
very emotional.” 

Mr Green married his wife Joyce in 
1947 and the couple, who lived in Tet- 
tenhall Wood, Wolverhampton, had 10 
children, who had 12 grandchildren 
and nine great-grandchildren. 

After the war he became a painter 
and decorator and long distance lorry 
driver. He then spent 21 years as an 
ambulance driver. He was also a keen 
artist. He spent his last year at Alder- 
grove Manor Care Home on Penn 
Road, and died on October 15 at New 
Cross Hospital after a long illness. 

His son added: “He was a very hard 
worker, and always looked after his 
family. He was always good natured 
and pleasant.”

Homecoming for locomotive

A 90-YEAR-OLD steam loco¬ 
motive, which once ran on the 
tracks of the Earl of Dudley’s 
mineral railway, has been 
restored to its former glory. 

The 26-ton Winston Churchill 
engine will greet thousands of visitors 
to Dudley’s Black Country Living 
Museum after being given pride of 
place outside the entrance. 

It is a long-awaited homecoming for 
the 1923 locomotive which has been on 
loan to London and Cambridge Proper¬ 


ties for around 35 years. The engine 
has been displayed at the Pensnett 
Trading Estate, near to the location of 
the railway line it was built to serve. 
But bosses last year decided it was time 
for the locomotive to return home. 

Plinth 

Officials from development firm 
Lovell Partnership prepared the 
ground and plinth outside the 
museum’s main entrance on Tipton 
Road for the engine to be displayed. 

The firm, which has built new 


homes nearby, said it was delighted to 
have taken part in the project. 

Its support was worth around 
£5,000 to the museum. 

Museum director Andrew Lovett 
said: “It is great to have the locomotive 
back and placed where everyone will be 
able to see it. We have given it a fresh 
coat of paint so it is back to its former 
glory.” 

Mr Lovett said he was not sure why 
the locomotive had not been put on 
display when it was first donated to the 
museum back in the 1970s.

DUDLEY Zoo has 
taken delivery of its 
newest resident, rare 
Sumatran tiger Joao. 

After travelling hundreds 
of miles by land and sea, 
Joao made his grand 
entrance at the attraction by 
crane. 

The 20-month-old tiger, 
who had travelled from 
Krefeld Zoo, Germany, was 
then carefully carried into 
the enclosure which is on the 
upper level of the 40-acre 
site where he will be intro¬ 
duced to three-year-old 
female Daseep. 

He brings with him hopes 
of a new generation of big 
cats as Joao is part of a major 
international conservation 
programme for the critically 
endangered species. 

Tricky 

Zoo chief executive, Peter 
Suddock, said: “The big cat 
Tecton enclosure is a tricky 
one to negotiate and we used 
a crane to manoeuvre the 
tiger into the building. 

“Not only does this make 
the transfer easier, but it 
also eliminates the need to 
anaesthetise Joao and 
meant we could introduce 
him to the internal dens 
immediately and get him 
settled. It sounds a difficult 
move but it’s something 
we’ve done since the zoo 
opened in 1937 and although 
it looks complicated, it’s

fairly straightforward and 
ensures Joao was in his new 
home and set to meet Daseep 
as soon as possible.” 

Daseep is ranked as the 
world’s second most impor¬ 
tant female in the genetic 
pool for the rare sub-species 
which now numbers fewer 
than 140 in the wild. 

Staff are hoping to build 
on their successful breeding 
record for Sumatran tigers. 
Eight cubs were born at the 
Castle Hill site between 
2000 and 2005. It alone 
increased the world popula¬ 
tion of this incredible sub¬ 
species by two per cent and 
went on to boost pro¬ 
grammes across the world. 

Assistant curator, Richard 
Brown, said: “We are all 
delighted and relieved that 
Joao is here at last. He is a 
superb tiger and has already 
started communicating with 
the female through vocalisa¬ 
tion. We are very hopeful he 
will settle in over the 
weekend and be out in the 
external enclosure to meet 
the public very soon.” 

Registrar and research co¬ 
ordinator, Dr David Beeston, 
said: “We hope these geneti¬ 
cally important animals will 
soon breed and boost the 
numbers in the important 
European breeding popula¬ 
tion for this highly endan¬ 
gered species.”

Police release pictures 
linked to needle attacks 

A MAN suspected of stabbing several women with hypoder¬ 
mic needles in Birmingham may have struck another six 
times, police have revealed 

Officers said more who believed they were victims had 
come forward as they issued images of men they think could 
hold vital information. The suspect and potential witness 
were captured on film just after an attack at around 3am on 
November 3, when a 30-year-old woman felt a sharp pain in 
her thigh, which was later confirmed as a puncture wound. 

Detective Inspector Julie Woods said: “Although the 
women have not been left with any obvious physical injuries 
they have had to endure an agonising wait to check that 
they have not suffered any long-lasting health effects. It is 
believed that a hypodermic needle may have been used on 
each occasion with young women being specifically tar¬ 
geted. Due to the nature of the offences, victims have not 
realised they have been injured until hours or days later.”

A DOWNSIZED housing 
development on the site of a 
former factory which helped 
the war effort has been 
backed by council planners. 

Developer Taylor Wimpey 
says it is unable to provide 
the desired number of 
affordable homes as part of 
the scheme because of 
improved access and 
parking. Taylor Wimpey is 
behind the scheme for 
homes at the former Lloyds 
factory site in Brettell Lane, 
Brierley Hill, which were 
approved by Dudley 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee on Monday night. 

Welcoming the plans, 
Councillor Colin Wilson 
said: “I remember the time 
when this was a vibrant 
engineering company. I’m 
confident this is a good 
scheme.” 

The engineering firm 
made propellers during the 
Second World War before 
shifting production to heavy 
duty chains and rings. 

But the firm moved pro¬ 
duction to India by 2006, 
leading to the factory being 
demolished for redevelop¬ 
ment. 

A scheme won outline 
approval more than four 
years ago for 156 homes but 
those plans have since been 
revised. Taylor Wimpey had 
wanted to build 82 homes- 
but two of the properties 
have been lost to improve 
access and parking. 


Mounds of rubbish will 
cost £60k to clear away

REACHING almost 7ft high 
and weighing 400 tons - this 
is the eyesore of illegally 
dumped waste on a Dudley 
trading estate. 

The rubbish left on land at Dorm- 
ston Trading Estate in Dudley saw 
Allan Priest, of Holy Road, Rowley 
Regis, jailed for eight months for allow¬ 
ing it to be dumped. 

Environment bosses said they would 
not hesitate to prosecute anyone else 
flouting the law in a similar way. 

Cash 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that Priest, 61, took out a lease in his 
own name at the trading estate in 
Burton Road in May last year on the 
understanding another party would 


drop rubbish on the land. That was on 
the promise of £20,000 cash. 

The dumping was reported on June 
7 last year and a week later, officers 
from the Environment Agency visited 
the site and said that 400 tons of waste 
had been dumped, including wood, 
plastics, soil, paint cans and rags. 

The defendant was issued with a 
notice to clear the hill of waste on 
December 12. Priest admitted failing 
to comply with the enforcement notice 
by January 3 at an earlier court 
hearing. He also pleaded guilty on 
October 18 to operating a waste opera¬ 
tion without a permit on or before June 
7 last year. 

The court heard the clean-up bill 
would be around £60,000. 

Judge Mark Eades lamented that 
‘the principal people had got off. 


Passing sentence, he told Priest: 
“You knew you were a man of straw.” 

For running the waste operation 
without a permit Priest was given 
eight months in jail, and there was no 
separate penalty for failing to comply 
with the enforcement notice. 

He also admitted breaching a com¬ 
munity order imposed on May 14 for 
making indecent images of children, in 
that he did not attend pre-assessment 
appointments for courses on June 19 
and September 19.

Protest outside petrol station to 
boost awareness of ‘Arctic 30’ 


CARS sounded their horns 
in support as protesters 
gathered on a busy road in 
Stourbridge to highlight the 
plight of 28 Greenpeace 
activists and two journalists 
held in a Russian prison. 

Greenpeace protesters 
bearing placards gathered at 
the Shell garage in Hagley 
Road to drum up support for 
their campaign. The so- 
called Arctic 30 were 
arrested after protesting at 
an oil rig in the Russia in 
September and now face 
charges. 

Greenpeace is targeting 
Shell petrol stations across 
the UK following reports 
that the company is to join 
with Russian oil giant 
Gazprom in drilling proj¬ 
ects. 

Some 18 Stourbridge pro¬ 
testers were part of the 
Birmingham and Black 
Country branch of the 
organisation, with some 


travelling far as far as Wales 
to take part. 

Co-ordinator for the 
group, 27-year-old Elle 
Jones, from Brierley Hill, 
said the protest on Saturday 
had been a big success and 
that passing motorists and 
pedestrians showed great 
interest in their campaign. 

“We’ve been speaking to a 
lot of people and the reaction 
has been very positive,” she 
said. “The main reason for 
this is to raise awareness 
with ordinary people” 

Greenpeace UK executive 
director John Sauven out¬ 
lined the reasons behind the 
campaign, claiming Shell 
could not operate safely in 
the Arctic and were taking 
‘huge unnecessary risks’ 
with the environment. 

He added: “Shell were 
thrown out of the Alaskan 
Arctic by the US Govern¬ 
ment following a series of 
blunders and accidents.”

Thief grabbed cash from 91-year-old 


HE WAS visiting his grandchildren in Brier¬ 
ley Hill but Clive Richards swiped £200 from 
the hands of a 91-year-old collecting his 
pension. Richards, 43, is now behind bars 
after being jailed for the theft. 

Richards committed the crime that left 
the pensioner needing hospital treatment, 
despite having a grandchild in a pushchair 
with him. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
that Richards distracted his victim and then 
grabbed the cash out his hand. The elderly 
man fell as he tried to stop the thief and 
needed hospital treatment. 

Ms Rhiannon Jones, prosecuting, told the 
court: “The defendant had been behind him 
in a queue and had attempted to withdraw 
£20 out of his account but was told he could¬ 
n’t as he had insufficient funds. He carried 
out a distraction theft. The defendant 
claimed the victim had dropped something 


on the floor and, as he looked down, the 
defendant positioned himself on the other 
side of the victim and took £200 in cash. 

“He has then gone to walk away with a 
pushchair he had with him and the com¬ 
plainant has then attempted to prevent this 
and in doing so has fallen and hit his head on 
the floor.” 

The theft took place just before 9am on 
June 17 and Richards was later arrested in 
the Bristol area. 

Mr Daniel White, defending, said: “Mr 
Richards is utterly ashamed of himself for 
what he did. He wasn’t aware how old the 
victim was he knew he was elderly but not to 
that extent. He lives in the Exeter area but 
his grandchildren live in Brierley Hill.” 

Richards, of Harrington Lane, Exeter, 
pleaded guilty to a single charge of theft. 
Judge WSsh sentenced him to 20 months in 
prison.

M40 tragedy families in 
new minibus safety plea 



FAMILIES of 12 children killed with their 
teacher in a minibus disaster 20 years ago 
have launched a campaign, saying they fear 
youngsters on school trips are still at risk. 

Victims’ families this week marked the heartbreaking 
anniversary with a special mass at the children’s school, 
Hagley Roman Catholic High. 

And they called for action to improve safety for other 
schoolchildren - with the slogan ‘now is the time’ - saying 
only luck had prevented a similar crash from happening. 

Lessons 

Despite new laws that all minibuses must be fitted with 
three-point fastening seat belts, parents of the victims are 
still haunted by fears that a similar tragedy could happen 
again. 

Steve Fitzgerald, whose 13-year-old daughter Claire died, 
said: “On the 20th anniversary of the death of our children, 
we simply ask, what lessons have been learned from the 20

years we have had without our children? Not nearly 
enough. 

“Certainly, nothing is in place to prevent such a crash 
from happening again.” 

The party from Hagley RC High was returning from a 
Schools Proms concert at the Royal Albert Hall just after 
midnight on November 18 1993, when their minibus hit the 
back of a motorway maintenance lorry on the hard shoulder 
of the M40, near Warwick. 

An inquest, which recorded verdicts of accidental death, 
heard that teacher Eleanor Fry, who was driving, had 
worked all day before the trip and had probably fallen asleep 
at the wheel. 

Warwickshire Coroner Michael Coker said seatbelts 
would have been a “lifesaver” for the teacher and pupils. It 
is now law that the vehicles must have forward facing three- 
point fasteners. 

However, schools and vol¬ 
untary groups today are able 
to run minibuses - under 
‘Permit 19’ - meaning they 
are not subject to the safety 
checks compulsory for com¬ 
mercial operators and also 
that volunteer drivers do not 
have to undertake specialist 
minibus training. 

Mr Ted Hammond, who is 
now headmaster at Hagley 
RC High School and was 
deputy at the time of the 
accident, said teachers at the 
school now had to have 
special minibus training and 
even more training if plan¬ 
ning to pull a trailer. 

The school also had a 
‘clear and strict’ policy 
about the length of journeys 
teachers can drive in any 
single trip and the circum¬ 
stances under which they 
can drive after working all 
day. 

Pat Harris, from Newport 
in South Wales, who founded 
the group Belt Up School 
Kids - BUSK - nine months 
before the Hagley pupils’ 
deaths, said: “We should 
make sure voluntary 
minibuses operated by 
schools are driven by teach¬ 
ers who should have the 
same level of training as 
drivers for a commercial 
company.” 

Daughter 

Tony Misiolek, whose 
daughter Nicola died in the 
crash said: “A catalogue of 
things led up to the minibus 
crash and there was compla¬ 
cency at the time. For 
instance, we weren’t aware 
until later that Miss Fry had 
worked all day - and she 
should have had a co-driver, 
which might have prevented 
her possibly falling asleep.” 

Mr Fitzgerald added: 
“Not a day goes by when I 
don’t ask why they died and 
whether children who travel 
around now are any safer 
than they were 20 years 
ago.”

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Jobs chief urges 
caution over fall 
in unemployment 


SANDWELL’S jobs boss cautiously 
welcomed a drop in unemployment in 
light of new figures which showed job 
queues are shrinking in the borough. 

Latest figures showed that in Sandwell, 
the claimant count was down by 484 to 
11,445, of 5.8 per cent of the working popu¬ 
lation. 

National unemployment has fallen to its 
lowest level in two-and-a-half years. 

Authenticity 

The borough’s jobs and economy boss, 
Councillor Ian Jones said he hoped people 
who had benefit sanctions - where benefits 
are docked for those missing job centre 
appointments - were not masking the true 
extent of unemployment. 

Councillor Jones said: “The council’s 
efforts to get people back into work are well 
established now and this is showing in the 
figures. 

“Unfortunately, the authenticity of the 


figures needs to be considered because last 
week a national report said over 500,000 
people were sanctioned last year which 
means you don’t count in the unemploy¬ 
ment figures. 

“Whilst we welcome improvement, we 
also need to know if this is a smoke and 
mirrors exercise by the Government but we 
know in Sandwell we are working to get 
people back into work through our own 
efforts.” 

Nationally unemployment was down by 
48,000 between July and September to 2.47 
million - the lowest since the spring of 2011. 

In the West Midlands it was down 15,000 
to 257,000 over the three months, according 
to the Office for National Statistics. 

The number of people in work has 
reached a record high of almost 30 million. 

Meanwhile the number of people claiming 
Jobseeker’s Allowance was cut for the 12th 
month in a row in October, down by 41,700 
to 1.31 million, the lowest for almost five 
years.

Pledge on future 
of superhospital 


HEALTH chiefs in 
Sandwell say their plans 
for a £370 million super¬ 
hospital remain on track, 
with construction three 
years away. 

The 670-bed Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital 
scheme has been drawn up 
by Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals trust for 
land in Smethwick. 

But they have been hit by 
delays, prompting officials 
to apply to extend planning 
permission for the scheme 
and work is still not due to 
begin until 2016. 

Bosses at the trust which 
runs Sandwell, Rowley 
Regis and City hospitals, 
remain committed to the 
project and say until it 
finally gets off the ground 
they will be expanding serv¬ 
ices for patients. 

Replace 

The development is ear¬ 
marked for Grove Lane and 
will replace Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal in West Bromwich and 
City Hospital in Winson 
Green. 

All of the current proper¬ 
ties on the site have now 
been bought and bosses 
insist the scheme is moving 
forward. 

Toby Lewis, chief execu¬ 
tive of the trust, said: “We 
continue to progress discus¬ 
sions about the potential 
new hospital. If all necessary 
external permissions are 
obtained this financial year, 
then construction would 
commence in 2016.” 


Mr Lewis said that in the 
period from now until work 
starting, extra efforts were 
being made to make sure 
existing healthcare provi¬ 
sion could be expanded for 
patients. 

“Meanwhile, we are 
working with partners to 
expand services in general 
practice and in community 
settings, ew services have 
moved into Rowley Regis 
and the Portway Lifestyle 
Centre in recent weeks and 
we are looking to move the 
majority of clinics for dia¬ 
betes into primary care set¬ 
tings over this winter. 

“The great benefit for 
local patients of the pro¬ 
posed Midland Metropolitan 
Hospital is that it concen¬ 
trates acute specialist care. 

“This means that scarce, 
highly skilled clinicians will 
be available to look after the 
sickest patients more 
quickly, seven days a week, 
day and night. 

“That is what we believe is 
needed, as soon as possible, 
for the half a million people 
who need our care. 

“This can only be achieved 
with one major emergency 
department, supported by 
local urgent care centres.” 

The hospital is due to take 
up 16 acres on Grove Lane 
but a further 31 acres of land 
between Grove Lane, Cran¬ 
ford Street, Heath Street 
and Dugdale Street is to be 
transformed ith other 
employment opportunities 
and housing schemes.

The Tardis welcomes 
back a former Tennant 


I t’s here at last, the moment all 
Doctor Who fans have been 
waiting for... At 5.15pm on 
November 23, 1963, a TV legend 
was born, but in rather inauspicious 
circumstances. 

The broadcast took place a day 
after the assassination of US 
President John F Kennedy, and as a 
result, nobody was really paying that 
much attention to the arrival on 
British screens of a white-haired old 
gent who claimed he could travel 
through space and time in a police 
box that was bigger on the inside 
than it was on the outside. 

But, just a few weeks later, it was 
regarded as a phenomenon thanks 
to the debut appearance of the 
Daleks - and it’s been much-loved 
by millions ever since. 

Now the sci-fi classic is celebrating 
its 50th anniversary, and current 
showrunner Steven Moffat is as 
excited as anybody about this 
special episode, which will also be 
broadcast and shown in cinemas in 
3D. 


remarkable enough to me,” he 
reveals. “But writing the 50th special 
was exciting and terrifying - 
everything that showbiz should be. 

“I didn’t want this to just be a 
celebration of 50 years of the past. I 
wanted it to be a celebration of the 
mythology and legend of the Doctor 
and all that entailed. 

“This should be the first step on 
the next journey, guaranteeing the 
100th anniversary. The story focuses 
on the most important thing that 
ever happened to the Doctor. We 
very rarely do that in Doctor Who as 
it’s usually about the people the 
Doctor meets or the companions 
that travel with him. This time it’s 
different.” 

How different we’re just not sure - 
Moffat is frankly brilliant at keeping 
the plots of Who stories top secret, 
even if it means telling a few little 
white lies along the way. 

What we do know is that David 
Tennant is returning to the Tardis 
alongside Matt Smith, and they’ll be 
joined by John Hurt as an 
incarnation of the Time Lord that the 
Doctor himself would rather forget. 


Billie Piper is also back as Rose 
Tyler, and those who love Tom 
Baker’s era will be thrilled about an 
appearance by the Zygons, shape- 
shifting aliens who haven’t been 
seen since 1976. 

“With John Hurt we have serious 
acting royalty and that was the intent 
of John’s character,” explains Moffat. 
“John is one of the most 
distinguished actors this country has 
produced and has now become part 
of Doctor Who mythology. 

“The Zygons, without question, are 
a design classic. They are superb - 
brilliant from the voice, to the 
appearance. Essentially, we’ve 
resurrected exactly the same Zygon 
as Tom Baker fought back. They are 
beautiful, and it’ll show that the 
special looks forward to the future of 
Doctor Who and also celebrates the 
legend.” 

We’re guessing a few more people 
will be tuning in to this episode than 
did so in 1963 - and anybody who 
misses it will feel as alien as a 
Cyberman when it comes to Monday 
morning’s school and work 
discussions!

Plenty of flexibility in this mini NIPV

LET’S face facts. Much as Vauxhall 
have tried to convince us to the con¬ 
trary, mini-MPVs in general and the 
Zafira in particular are not about 
tyre-shredding power and perform¬ 
ance. 

They’re bought for other reasons such as 
practicality, safety and ease of ownership. 

This is why for most people, the 1.6-litre 
entry-level model is, in fact, a better car than 
the 240bhp ripsnorting Zafira VXR. 

Less, in this instance, is most definitely 
more. 

You probably won’t care that it takes 13.9 
seconds to get to 60mph and that the top speed 
of 109mph isn’t going to make you the Ober- 
gruppenfuhrer of the autobahn. 

No, what’s more germane is the almost 
diesel-like fuel consumption figure of 39.2mpg 
and a C02 emissions figure of just 172g/km. 

The engine is a benign unit that revs sweetly 
and only really feels its capacity when you’ve 
loaded the vehicle to capacity or are attempting 
to set a stiff target time for Lance Armstrong on 
a Category III climb. 

Steering feel has improved noticeably with 
the Zafira in recent times and other aspects 
such as the gearchange have been finessed.

Ride quality and body control have improved 
dramatically from the first generation model, 
thanks in no small part to a completely 
redesigned suspension system. 

The torsion beam rear axle also helps pack¬ 
aging, being especially compact, and allowing 
for a flat floor with no suspension intrusion. 
The one thing you can never have enough of in 
an MPV-style vehicle is space and sure enough, 
the tale of the tape reveals that the Zafira has 
succumbed, if not to middle age spread, then at 
least to a little loosening of the belt. 

This is perhaps understandable given the 
fact that with utility vehicles like the Meriva 
mopping up sales in the supermini-MPV class 
and no recognised full-sized MPV contender, 
there was a vacuum into which the Zafira 
would be drawn. Six inches longer, 1.5 inches 
wider and a shade taller than the first genera¬ 


tion car, the current Zafira retains the seven- 
seat configuration, with a middle bench seat 
offering three berths and two seats in the back 
that also fold flat into the floor. 

What has changed is the amount of legroom 
on offer to the occupants. Whereas the first 
generation car would have been hideously 
cramped with all seven seats in use, the latest 
model offers a little more breathing space. It’s 
still not ideally suited to a rugby sevens team 
and their kit, but for the larger family, it’s close 
to perfect. As before, the seating system is so 
versatile that the Zafira can be configured in 
two, three, four, five, six or seven seat guises in 
a matter of seconds. 

Most buyers will run in five-seat format, and 
in this mode the Vauxhall can cope with 620- 
litres of luggage ” fully 20 more than the old car. 
Depending on the trim level, the Zafira can also 


boast up to 30 storage compartments. 

The ‘Flex Organiser’ luggage bay stowage 
system that has proved a success with Astra 
Estate buyers is also available on the 
Zafira. Don’t believe the hype that the Flex7 
system is instantly intuitive. Some reference to 
the manual and a certain degree of practice is 
required before you can say you’ve mastered 
the seating system. 

It is to the Astra that the Zafira owes many 
of its exterior design cues. Whereas the first 
generation Zafira was clearlyrelated to the 
Astra Mk IV the current model looks for all the 
world like a MkV Astra Estate that’s been 
attached to a garage air line. A particularly 
interesting feature is the optional panorama 
roof. With four large glass panels, this system 
offers passengers a light, airy atmosphere in 
the back, while tinted glass and a powered

shade protect against dazzle. A centre console 
running the length of the ceiling has a number 
of overhead compartments. 

Built in a £300 million state-of-the-art facil¬ 
ity in Bochum, Germany, the latest Zafira is 
built to a zero defect principle and the results 
are apparent inside the cabin. 

Although it doesn’t feel quite as bulletproof 
as the Astra inside, it’s still a very impressive 
effort. The 1.6-litre versions of the Zafira are 
probably pipped by the diesel models as the best 
buy in the range, but if funds won’t permit you 
to stretch to one of the CDTi engines, the 1.6- 
litre petrol is no sorry substitute. 

It’s a tough and willing powerplant wrapped 
in one of the best mini-MPVs money can buy. 

Vauxhall hit the mother lode with the last 
Zafira and look set to do so again with this latest 
version.

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Ibiza rocks! 
Supermini 
fine-tuned 
to perfection

THE revised version of SEAT’S fourth gener¬ 
ation Ibiza supermini offers small car buyers 
a smarter set of more eco-conscious hi-tech 
talents. 

It’ll need them if it’s to distance itself from its Volkswa¬ 
gen and Skoda design stablemates and continue as a cred¬ 
ible alternative in this tightly fought segment. 

‘Enjoyneering’ - it’s a rather apt description of what 
Spanish maker SEAT sets out to create when it brings us 
a new car. Something beautifully engineered: but with a 
bit of extra Latin sparkle. Something like this, the Iberian 
brand’s much improved fourth generation Ibiza super¬ 
mini. 

The “Sociedad Espanola de Automoviles de Turismo” or 
SEAT as we better know it is well used to injecting a little 
life into its cars. 

Only when Volkswagen took control of the brand in 1986 
though, did its appeal start to spread to the rest of Europe, 
with the Ibiza supermini the sales spearhead and this MK4 
model, launched in 2008, generally acknowledged as the 
company’s most competitive proposition yet. 

A few years on though and with toughening small car 
competition, it was clear that a bit of a re-think might be 
needed to keep this car current. 

Perhaps a sharper look, a bit of extra running cost effi¬ 
ciency and an added touch of hi-tech would do the trick? 
All were duly delivered by this improved model, launched 
in the Spring of 2012. Let’s check it out. 

Go for a model with more than lOObhp and it’ll also 
come with a clever XDS electronic differential lock which 
will help you get the power down more quickly out of tight 
corners, dialing out understeer and firing you from bend 
to bend. 

All TSI petrol models get this treatment, these includ¬ 
ing my favourite variant, the 105PS 1.2-litre unit which 
makes 60 in 9.8 seconds on the way to nearly 120mph, yet 
still returns a highly impressive set of running cost 
figures. 

You can order it with a super-smooth DSG automatic 
gearbox ” but you don’t have to. 

Annoyingly, that’s not the case if you go for the pokier 
150 or 180PS supercharged and turbocharged 1.4TSI 
engine found in the sporty but strangely auto-only FR and 
Cupra hot hatch models. 

Other pokey XDS-equipped Ibizas include the 105PS 
1.6-litre diesel and my pick as the sportiest car in the 
range, the desirable 143PS 2.0 TDI FR model which makes 
60 in just 8.2s on the way to 130mph. 

Performance 

That’s the fast stuff dealt with, but here I’ve chosen a 
more realistic Ibiza variant to drive, the 12v 70PS 1.2-litre 
petrol model. 

Though I’ve tried for a sportier feel by specifying the 
three-door SC bodystyle, the performance figures are 
sober-suited, sixty from rest occupying around 14 seconds 
on the way to a maximum of only just over 1 OOmph. 

Virtually the same performance return you’d get from 
the frugal 75PS 1.2-litre TDI diesel. Both engines are a 
better bet than the aging 85PS 16v 1.4-litre petrol unit. 

Whichever Ibiza bodystyle you choose ” five-door hatch, 
ST estate or the sportier three-door SC, it won’t at first 
glance appear to have changed very much over the original 
versions of this MK4 model The key tweaks have been 
made around the headlights and grille, this Ibiza wearing 
the ‘eagle eye’ lamps that are now part of the SEAT corpo¬ 
rate look. 

In the back, the three-door Ibiza SC’s roofline will make 
headroom an issue for taller folk, but five-door and ST 
estate models should seat two adults and/or three children 
quite comfortably. There’s a 284-litre boot here, a total 
that rises to 292-litres in the five-door and 450-litres in the 
ST estate. 

Expect to pay somewhere in the £10,000 to £17,000 
bracket for this Ibiza, pricing that’s pretty much par for 
the course in the supermini segment. 

All models get what today’s supermini buyers would see 
as the basics ” front electric windows, tinted glass, a four- 
speaker MP3-compatible CD stereo with AUX-in point and 
steering wheel controls, remote central locking, a 12v 
power socket and a height-adjustable driver’s seat. 

Safety-wise, there are the usual twin front and side 
airbags, plus anti-lock brakes that flash the brake lights to 
warn following motorists if you’re making an emergency 
stop. 

Running cost-wise, the prime pick is undoubtedly the 
1.2-litre diesel TDI engine with its clean Diesel Particulate 
Filter, offered both in standard form and, for a premium of 
around £5,000, in green-conscious Ecomotive guise. 

Go the Ecomotive route and, thanks to a Brake Energy 
Recovery feature and a Start/Stop system that cuts the 
engine when you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting 
at the lights, you’re talking emissions of just 92g/km which 
tax-wise will mean your car won’t be much more expensive 
to run than a push bike. 

At the same time, this variant barely sips fuel to achieve 
80.7mpg on the combined cycle, considerably more frugal 
than much pricier competing eco-conscious supermini 
models like Ford’s Fiesta ECOnetic and Vauxhall’s Corsa 
ecoFLEX 95PS Start/Stop.
